2. In Public Debt Rules, 1946— 

(1) In Rule 12, 

(i) for sub-rule (3) the following shall be sub¬

“(3) The loss, theft, destruction, mutilation or 
defacement of a promissory note of the Central or 
State Government or portion of such promissory 
note, shall be further notified by the applicant in 
two leading newspapers or in one leading news¬ 
paper and in Gazette of India.
